I checked 
with  the  dispatcher 'a  office  iaaedlately  and  waa  inforaed  that 
additional  offieera  were  needed  at  the  Texaa  School  Book  depos- 
itory building. 

Lieutenant  Erich  Kaainaki  and  X arrived  at  the  Texaa  School  Book 
Depository  building  shortly  after  being  inforaed  of  the  need  for 
additional  officers.  I was  instructed  by  Chief  Lumpkin,  upon 
arrival,  to  proceed  to  the  sixth  floor.  There  I assisted  in 
searching  for  additional  evidence  on  this  floor. 

Later,  Chief  Luapkin  put  ae  in  charge  of  a search  teaa  and 
instructed  ae  to  start  on  the  roof  and  work  down  to  the  baseaent 
aaking  a thorough  and  complete  search  of  all  floors.  When  this 
assignment  was  eoapleted,  I was  relieved  by  Chief  Luapkin  and 
told  to  report  to  ay  office. 

X received  no  further  instructions  and  ended  ay  tour  of  duty  at 
the  regular  tine.
